WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House scheduled a vote today 
on a $6-b.illion bill to continue 
federal 
antipoverty 
programs 
for tw'o more years and launch 
a major new child-development 
program. 
In the face of a White House- 
led drive to kill the bill and 
threats of a presidential veto if 
it passes, Speaker Carl Albert 
has tried to rally support for it 
by calling today’s vote 
“ the 
paramount moral vote of the 
session.” 
Some of the steam may have 
been taken out of the Republi­ 
can opposition by the 63-17 vote 
for tile bill in the Senate last 
week. 
Twenty-seven 
Republi­ 
cans supported it, including tile 
top GOP leaders. 
The chief target of House op­ 
ponents is the proposed child- 
development 
program, 
which 
would provide a full range of 
educational, 
nutritional 
and 
medical services for pre-school 
children of working mothers. 
The services would be free 
for children from famihes with 
incomes 
under 
$4,300. 
Fees 
based on a sliding scale accord­ 
ing to income would be charged 
other 
families. 
All 
families 
would be eligible for the pro­ 
gram. 
The bill authorizes $100 mil­ 
lion this year to set up the pro­ 
gram and $2 billion for the fis­ 
cal year starting July I to put

which is unlikely in view of the 
Nixon administration’s opposi­

have warned that their schools 
may also close. 
From Montana to M assachu­ 
setts, public schools have re­ 
sorted to double sessions, elimi­ 
nation of extracurricular activi­ 
ties, teacher layoffs and greatly 
reduced services. 
Mayors of major cities and 
villages 
have 
pleaded 
with 
state authorities for sustained 
or 
additional 
aid 
to 
keep 
schools open, but the states say

their resources have long been 
drained. 
In Chicago, tile Board of Edu­ 
cation voted Monday to keep 
schools open for the rem ainder 
of 1971 by borrowing against 
the 1972 budget. 
The Ixia rd said it would seek 
new funds—additional state or 
federal

closing 
schools early at the end of the 
current academic year. Its an­ 
ticipated deficit is $26 million. 
The board had previously an­ 
nounced plans to close schools 
for 12 days—from Dec. 18 until 
Jan. 3—to effect a saving of 
$1.9 million a day in operating 
expenses and salaries. 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie of Il­ 


linois has refused lo authorize 
additional state aid for Chicago 
schools until the city and Cook

In Kansas City, voters decide 
today on a 54-cent increase in 
1971 
personal 
and

taxes tor schools and libraries, 
which Kansas City School Dis­ 
trict oflicials say is necessary 
to prevent further cutbacks in 
services and to make some im­ 
provements. 
The rate now is $3.75 per $10U 
assessed valuation. 
City officials estimate the in­ 
crease would raise some $4.3 
million, of which $2.24 million 


would go for salary increases 
of up to 8 per cent for most of 
the school district's 5.500 em­ 
ployes. 
Kansas City voters rejected a 
90-cent increase in August. 
In ma n y states, maintenance

schul construction 
have 
halted altogether. 
Most 
educators 
interviewed 
in a nationwide survey by The 
Associated 
Press 
attributed 
their financial woes to inflation, 
excessive reliance on property

Red Mars 


Lander Sends 


Data Back 


MOSCOW (AP) — A capsule 
from the Soviet Union’s Mars 3 
space probe made a soft land­ 
ing on Mars and transm itted 
data back via the mother ship 
to earth, the Soviet news agen­ 
cy Tass announced today. 
The announcement was the 
first word that Mars 3 had 
reached its target. Another So­ 
viet space traveler, Mars 2, 
reached Mars on Nov. 27, fired 
down a capsule containing the 
Soviet flag, and then went into 
orbit to photograph the planet. 
The Tass anouneement did 
not give the date of Mars 3’s 
arrival or when it fired down 
its capsule, but it said signals 
from it were transm itted back 
to earth from Dec. 2 to Dec. 
5th. 
The Tass announcement said: 
“The descent craft of the So­ 
viet station Mars 3 softlamkd 
on the surface of tile planet 
Mars. 
“The descent craft has para­ 
chuted down and landed softly 
in the southern hemisphere of 
Mars in an area 45 degrees lati­ 
tude South and 158 degrees lon­ 
gitude West. 
“Signals from the craft which 
landed 
were 
received 
and 
recorded on board the artificial 
satellite Mar* 3 and later, at 
communication sessions, from 
Dec. 2nd to 5th, transmitted to 
the earth.”

Myths Debunked 


Facts have a tremendous impact in 
breaking down myths, but only when 
someone bothers to go after them. 
There may be other subjects in con­ 
temporary American society with a 
greater myth potential than marijuana 
smoking. Offhand, few come to mind. 
Myth has it that the older members 
of society suspect all under 30 not only 
have engaged in pot parties but would 
favor 
legitimizing 
marijuana. 
The 
contrary myth holds that youngsters 
ore determined to uphold the pot craze 
simply because their parents object. 
Well, 
this 
mythology 
evaporated 
under the test of fact. The National 
Institute of Student Opinion surveyed 
95.000 high school students in 2.000 


schools to learn 
what they really 
thought about marijuana. 
Only five per cent were in favor of 
legalizing marijuana for unrestricted 
usage. Forty-nine per cent said they 
would iavor legalizing the drug only 
if there was medical evidence that it 
does no permanent harm. 
That 
live per 
cent 
which would 
legalize marijuana in the absence of 
medical assurances is out of step not 
only with society in general but its 
own age group. The 95 per cent of 
the pre-college group which has varying 
doubts about the safe use of marijuana 
is an effective debunker of the myths 
which so often cloud any intelligent 
discussion on the subject.

Pollution Not All Bad 


If air pollution could be completely 
eliminated, it might be necessary for 
man to indent some. This, in essence, 
is the interesting thesis of P. K. Hanley, 
a teaching Irish agriculturalist.- 
Hanley is not really that keen about 
pollution. It is just that everything, it 
seems. has its good points. 
“ Direct absorption of atmospheric 
sulfur dioxide by crops and plants.” 
Hanley wrote in the scientific journal 
Science, “has contributed significantly 


to the sulfur nutrition of crops. 
“ In 
cleaning 
up 
the 
air. 
due 
allowances will need to be made for 
the removal of one unsought bonus of 
air pollution — the millions of tons 
rn sulfur that are released annually 
into the atmosphere.” 
That is no great concern, however. 
Man always has been far better at 
creating a mess than cleaning up after­ 
wards.

Rising Welfare Costs Plague Ohio

Welfare recipients in Ohio are 
collecting about $50 million a 
month, up 33 per cent from a 
year ago and more than twice 
what they were getting in 1967. 
State Welfare Department of­ 
ficials say next year’s figures 
will depend on how large the 
new welfare budget is, but with 
rising costs and increasing case 
loads, they are certain to be 
much larger. 
Roughly half of total pay­ 
ments to welfare clients repre­ 
sents federal funds paid into an 
assortment of matching grant 
programs. Of the rem ainder, 
all but about $25 million paid 
by 
county 
governments 
will 
come from state funds. 
Of the monthly total, about 65 
per cent is paid out in cash to 
recipients in the various pro- 
grams, and the rest goes for 
medical 
expenses of welfare 
clients. 
By far the greatest portion of

recipients is in the Aid to De­ 
pendent 
Children 
program , 
where the number of benefi­ 
ciaries has jumped from 358,168 
in January 1971, to 425,816 last 
month.

Chiefs Defeat 
San Francisco 
49ers, 26-17 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Len Dawson and Otis Taylor 
have upstaged the guys in the 
television booth again on the 
National 
Football 
League’s 
Monday night television series. 
The Kansas City Chiefs’ pas­ 
sing combination pulled out all 
the stops in a 28-17 victory over 
the San Francisco 49ers in their 
latest prime time show. 
With a victory over the Oak­ 
land 
Raiders 
next 
Sunday, 
Coach 
Hank Stram’s 
Chiefs’ 
would clinch a division title and 
en invitation to the playoffs, 
which they missed last year 
when they were defending Su­ 
per Bowl champion. 
“It was very important for us 
to be on the attack and to stay 
on the attack. Our pass block­ 
ing was terrific,” said Stram 
after 
Monday 
night’s game 
which dealt a double blow to 
pro football fans in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. 
Nothing seems to sharpen the 
Chiefs’ passing attack like the 
Monday night time slot. 
Dawson completed 16 of 29 
passes for 263 yards against the 
49ers. One of the passes went to 
Taylor for 46 yards and a 
touchdown, and the big wide re­ 
ceiver scored another touch­ 
down on a 25-yard run off an 
end-around play. 
Earlier this year, the Chiefs 
beat Pittsburgh 38-16 on a Mon­ 
day night as Dawson threw for 
290 yards 
and 
three 
touch­ 
downs, including two to Taylor. 
Last year Dawson fired four 
scoring passes in a 44-24 Mon­ 
day night rout of Baltimore. 
Some of the fans who came 
early to Candlestick Park to

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres 
ident Nixon has assured Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau 
that the United States does not
